MANILA, March 18 (AP)~ 
Vice President Carlos P. Garcia 
took over the reins of govern- 
ment today as the Philippine 
nation and the free world 
mourned the death of President 
Ramon Magsaysay in a plane 
crash, 

Garcia flew in from the 
Southeast Asia treaty confer- 
ence in Australia several hours 
after Magsaysay’s charred body 
was found in the wreckage of 
his plane on a Cebu island 
mountainside. 

The 60-year-old vice presi- 
dent took the oath of office as 
fourth president of the Philip- 
pine republic before Chief Jus- 
tice ‘Ricardo Paras, He will 
serve until after next Novem- 
ber’s presidential elections, 
which now promise to be a 
wide-open fight. 

A stanch supporter of Mag- 
Saysay’s foreign policy Garcia 
is expected to continue the late 
President’s aim of strengthen- 
ing American-Philippine friend- 
ship.

Magsaysay, 49-year-old cham- 
pion of democracy and bitter 
foe of Communism, perished 
early Sunday when his twin- 
engine plane crashed in dense 
jungle just after leaving Cebu

Only one passenger, a Philip- 
pine newsman, survived the 
¢rash which claimed the lives 
of 26 persons, including several 
top government officials and ed- 
ucators, several Philippine 
newsmetr and members of Mag- 
Saysay’s staff. The President 
was returning from giving two 
commencement speeches in 
Cebu.

‘Behn’s fiancee, Mrs. Maldetta 
Minton, a divorcee who was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper at his 
jewelry store, was unable to 
suggest any motive for what he 
did, She is 38 years old. 

Coroner’s Verdict.

0 NE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT trends of our era is that 


toward prolonged life for our loved ones. 


The scientific 


wonders of this age include no benefit to man which can 
compare with the happiness which comes from keeping our 
mothers, fathers, older friends and relatives with us for an 


extra decade or even longer. 


Life has been extended great- 
ly in. the last half-cehtury—but 
merely adding years is not 
enough, If our senior citizens 
are to enjoy life and add to 
the happiness of the home, they 

stay young in mind, heart 
and body. Of course this is not 
entirely a matter of diet—it 
also’ involves mental attitude, 
a willingnéss to accépt change, 
to keep alert through outside 
interests, and suitable moderate 
exercise. 


But there can be no doubt 
that food is of vital importance. 
It would be most unwise to 
set forth definite rules to be 
followed by every older person, 
since individual health prob- 
lems require ifidividual treat- 
ment, and we cannot stress 
too strongly that only one’s 
physician should prescribe a 
diet. Circulatory or heart con- 
ditions, difficulty in chewing, 
many other physical deficien- 
cies may enter into the picture 
and on such matters the only 
sensible course is to consult a 
doctor and follow his advice 
implicitly. 

Ii general, however, there 
are’ certain factors which are 
increasingly important in later 
years. The otherwise physically 
soynd person over, 65 years of 
age usually is faced with two 
nuéritional requirements. 


First, since age has cut down 
on -his activities he must. de- 
crease his caloric intake or the 
uhiiged energy will go to fat. 
And being overweight in the 
later years can be extremely 
dangerous if it overburdens the 
heart, circulation and essential 
nutritional processes. 


Secondly, he must make sure 
that as he curtails calories he 
keeps a balanced diet including 
thé basic requirements of pro- 
teins, vitamins and minerals. 
In many cases the diet of old 
age should be even higher in 
these elements than the meals 
of a younger person. This, of 
course, is a matter for the at- 
tending physician to decide. 
However, regardless of whether 
or not deficiencies exist, it is

ONG after the Irish war 

~ ended a British naval officer 
told me a circular had been 
distributed to British ships de- 
scribing Robert Briscoe as a 
suspected arms smuggler who 
“unlike most Irish rebels has 
a gentlemanly appearance 
which makes him most elusive.’ 

The British never came any 
closer to connecting me with 
the mysterious gun-runner 
“Capt. Swift,” and they never 
understood how one man could 
be in Hamburg one day and 
England the next. 

In the role of “Capt. Swift” 
I contacted German ex-officers’ 
organizations to purchase arms 
and recruit crews for the ships 
to carry them to Ireland. When 
it came to picking crews 
Charlie McGuinness was in his 
own element; he was one of the 
toughest skippers who ever 
sailed the seas and he could 
judge sailors at a glance. To 
avoid arousing suspicion I wore 
a blue jersey and a mate’s cap 
when we visited waterfront sa- 
loons in Hamburg, and Charlie 
coached me in a rolling sailor's 
walk. He needed no disguise. 

Despite our precautions, word 
of our activities leaked out and 
the German police impounded 
our first ship, a small auxiliary 
schoonér named the Anita. The 
arms which had been loaded 
into the fish well were seized 
jail Charlie was hustled off to 

ail. 

I managed to visit him there 
by describing myself as the 
“Irish Republican consul in 
Hamburg” — self-appointed on 
the spot — and Charlie urged 
me to get away and leave him 
to serve any prison term he 
might receive, I said I would 
stick by him, but the German 
authorities, who had recently 
been fighting England them- 
selves, proved sympathetic 
when we explained our mission 
and both Charlie and the im- 
pounded arms were released. 

Charlie sailed these arms, 
plus an additional load, to Ire- 
land in our next ship, the Han- 
nah, which was a larger auxil- 
iary schooner. Up to this time 
we had steered clear of big 
ships to avoid attracting atten- 
tion, but now I located a steam- 
ship named the Karl Marx and 
obtained an option to buy her 
after trials at sea. 

She was loaded with bags of 
cement and towed to sea for 
the “trials” by a tug named the 
Frieda. For the next few days 
the Karl Marx steamed in cir- 
cles in the North Sea while the 
British naval wireless crackled 
with warnings that she was be- 
lieved to be making a break 
with arms. Meanwhile the Frie- 
da had dropped her towline and 
sailed quietly on to Ireland with 
the real cargo of guns and am- 
munition, 

McGuinness and I then be- 
came the joint owners of the 
famous steamship City of Dort- 
mund, which I claim was the 
first ship ever to fly the Irish 
flag and wear the green, white 
and orange of Eire on her fun- 
nel. She was a battered old 
freighter wich had been on her 
way to the breaking-up yards 
when we bought her for 5000 
pounds, but we went to great 
pains to build up a good.repu-

They were dumped 
casually on the pier, and IRA 
men carted them away, with 
the pistols, under the noses of 
port authorities. 

About this time the IRA 
thought the Black and Tans 
were using silencers on their 
guns and I was asked to get 
some in Hamburg. I could lo- 
cate only one, and it was in a 
glass showcase in a museum 
with other displays, I spent 
days building up the museum 
attendant’s confidence and then 
engaged him in conversation 
while Charlie smashed the 
showcase, grabbed the silencer 
and ran. 

We had 500 silencers made 
fronmr this model, but the IRA 
decided they were too danger- 
ous to use because they might 
be employed«in private wars. 
Later the museum attendant 
told me whoever smashed the 


showcase must have been crazy 
beeause “nothing was missing 
from the display.” 

The schooner Hannah, on her 
last voyage, landed a large cargo 
of arms by lying off Waterford 
and sending up distress signals, 
which provided an excuse for 
swarms of small boats to scurry 
out from the shore. She arrived 
after the truce with England, 
which was to lead to a tragic 
split in Republican ‘ranks, and 
her guns went to the Four 
Courts building in Dublin which 
Republican fighters were hold- 
ing against their former com- 
rades in arms. 

I was ‘satisfied in my own 
conscience that the treaty with 
England was not what we had 
fought for, and when news of 
the civil war reached Germany 
I returned to Ireland to help 
ne Republicans. In the fall of 

922, the Free State had issued 
a “shoot on sight” order for 
me and it was décided I should 
go to New York and await fur- 
ther orders there. 


These were finally brought 
by Larry Ginnell, a fierce old 
man with a bushy beard, who 
told me to round up some help 
and seize the Irish consulate 
on the sixteenth floor of a 
building on Nassau street.

And I then decided to re-enter 
it or padlock its doors if the 
locks had been changed so I 
could not get in. 

O’Leary dressed me in a 
gray coat.

I en- 
tered the building by mingling 
with the: morning crowds and 
hid in the office of Jerry’s 
friend until the early hours of 
the next morning.

When this 
actually happened I raced up 
the stairs from the twelfth floor 
in my stockinged feet, found my 
keys would still open the door 
and once again took possession 
of the office, where Codyre and 
O’Brien quickly joined me.

E had seized the offices to 
Worrain a list of subscribers 

to the $6,000,000 bond drive 
which had been held in Amer- 
ica. We wanted to write to 
those subscribers and ask if 
they intended the money to go 
to the Republicans or the Free 
State. I turned the offices up- 
side down looking for that list 
and never found it; I learned 
later it was in a bank. 

We were carrying on consu- 
late business, cheerfully using 
the stamps and seals, when the 
courts ruled against us and the 
police bomb squad under the 
command of Lt. James Gegan 
arrived to throw us out. They 
made short work of us. Two 
huge cops lifted each man by 
the elbows and carried him out 
like a parcel. 

In the confusion I got a 
bloody nose and the crowd out- 
side the building, .seeing my 
blood-stained face as I came out, 
believed I had been hammered 
and surged forward sympatheti- 
cally. I was carried to Colum- 
bus Circle, where I delivered an 
impromptu speech about Irish 
freedom. 

Codyre, O’Brien and I found 
a job in New York addressing 
envelopes by hand and pooled 
our resources to scrape a bare 
living and carry on Republican 
propaganda. We even managed 
to put aside $10 for a new suit 
and O’Brien won the toss to see 
who would get it. We all 
marched into a store where a 
high-pressure salesman sold 
O’Brien an olive green suit. In 
it he was the best dressed of 
the three of us. 

Later I started a small im- 
porting business and was able 
to bring my wife and two chil- 
dren to New York. where we 
lived well, if not luxuriously. 
The Free State authorities had 
intercepted my cables to my 
wife and apparently thought I 
was returning. Shortly after 
she left her home in Dublin, de- 
tectives raided it, grabbed a 
Free State sympathizer who 
had moved in and kicked out 
his teeth to the tune of “We've 
got you now, Briscoe.” 

In 1924 the Republicans laid 
down their arms, the Free State 
issued an amnesty and we were 
able to go home. I was not 
sure what I would do next but 
I was sure of one thing—I was
